The East Jordan school patrona were 
to be congratulated on their Public 
School faculty for the year 1922-23, but 
if our Superintendent is a judge of 
teaching corps,and he ought surely to 
be in a position to judge, our faculty is 
even stronger for 1923-24, 

There have been some important 
changes made. An extra man wil! be 
on the faculty in the person of Richard 
L. Waggoner, High’ Sehcol Principal to 
take Mise Shipp’s place. Mr. Waggoner 
is an Alma man who comes very highly 
recommended, Not alone is he a great 
athlete, but a strong teacher of Euglish 
and History. 

Miss Sarah West will have charge of 
the Domestic Science and Art, and is a 
graduate of M. A. C., having the regu- 
lar four year course from that institu- 
tion, which is two years more than any 
teacher we have had in that depart- 
ment. By putting in a teacher with 
the qualifications of Miss West, it is 
possible to draw $240 federal aid to 
help pay her salary. Miss West has 
strong credentials. 

Our Science and Agricultural man, 
J.H. Jacklin has already been on the 
job. Prof. French, head of the Educa- 
tional Dept., M. A. C. considered Mr. 
Jacklin one of the strongest men 
graduated in five years. 

Mr. Everett Douglass who takes Mr. 
Gibbs place has the best of qualifica- 
tions as Mr. Ellsworth, Supt. of the 
Training School Western Normal said 
he would have to be good to take Mr. 
Gibbs place. Above the usual work 
Mr. Douglass may give some work in 
metals. 

Miss Ruth Knowles, who will have 
charge of Latin comes very highly 
reccommended. Having five years ex- 
perience and being recognized to the 
extent of being asked to appear on the 
M.S. T. A. program at Kalamazoo in 
the Fall. Being an excellent English 
teacher also. 

The school is also going back to a 
regular music course throughout the 
system. There was such a demand 
for Penmanship that we asked for a 
Music and Penmanship teacher which 
was almost an impossible combination. 
However, the services of Miss Ger- 
trude Sanford of the Western Normal, 
who can teach these subjects was 
finally secured. She has taught a 
number of years. Mr. Maybe, head of 
the Dept. of Music gave Miss Sanford 

~ good reccommend. 


Mr. Masselink of Ferris I[nstitute 
said Miss Phillips was another Com- 
mercia) teacher of the same caliber as 
Miss Filkins and Sibley. Thia recom- 
mendation is enough. Miss Phillips 
has had seven years experience. 

The grades are well taken care of. 
Mrs. Suellenberger comes very highly 
reccommended and will take Miss 


Meyers place in the sixth grade. Miss 
Dowd who comes to the 4th grade is a 
teacher of three years experience with 
a life certificate and is working for her 
degree,

Normal and was considered a strong 
teacher and wili take charge of the 
third grade. 

Miss Greenhoe {s a teacher of ex- 
perience and very well reccommended 
from Western Normal.

Record-Breaking Sales of 
Federal Timber Announced 


Sales of timber from the national for- 
ests during the fiscal year ending June 
80 were greater than in any like period 
the Forest Service, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, has announe- 
ed, 

With the recent sale of 685 million 
board feet, mostly Douglas fir, from 
the Cascade National Forest in Oregon, 
the total for the 12 months is between 
2,500 million and 3,000 million board 
feet, according to preliminary figures. 


The estimated cut will be between 900 , 


million and 1,000 million board feet, 
the latter figure representing an in- 
crease of nearly 250 million board feet 
over the cut of the preceding fiscal 
year. 7 

Management plans for the national 
forests provide for the cutting and re- 
moval of the matured crop of timber in 
such a manner that reforestation of the 
cut-over areas will insure a perpetual 
timber supply. Units of management 
called working circles are laid out and 
a limitation of cut fixed far each. 

In some areas the timber is clean cut 
and a new stand is obtained by leaving 
seéd trees; but in most instances the 
smalier trees left standing constitute 
the next potential cut. Artificial re- 
stocking or planting of young trees is 
confined almost entirely to old burned- 
ovor areas upon which nature is ex- 
ceedly stow in establishing tree growth 

From 40 to upwards of 100 years are 
required to complete the cutting and 
removal of timber from the usual work- 
ing circle, thus providing for a new 
growth of matured timber by the time 
the sawyer returns to the starting 
point.

the “Ioosier State,” the origin 
‘of the term “hoosier” is lost 
semewhere in the — strange 
changes which came over the 
Innglish language as spoken in 
this country during the’ early 
part of the Tast century. When 
the number of uneducated per- 
sons and the different national- 
ities which comprised the 
United States at this time Is re- 
membered, it is not strange that 
some words slipped into the col- 
lequiat tengue without proper 
parentage. 

Etymologists, -however, are 
about equally divided as to 
whether “hoosier” is a contrac- 
tion of the phrase “Who's there?” 
commonly used as a challenge 
ameng_ the early settlers of the 
Middle West or whether it comes 
from “Flusher,” frequently 
lengthened to “hoosher,” « ni 
name for the lumbermen who 
were skilled in hushing or stilt- 
ing their opponents during an 
encounter, The word “whocser” 
appears in American literature 
as early as 1659 and apperrs to 
be derived from the Scotch 


“whush” or”“whisper,” possibly 
with the added American mean- 
ing connected with the lumher- 
men, many of whom settled in 
the section now known ag In- 
diana.

Cabbage Fields Harmed 


by Small Green Worms 
Cabbage. fields are visited by large 
numbers of small butterflies which de- 
pasit large quantities af eggs on the 
leaves of the cabbage plants. These 
eggs hutch in a few’ days and develop 
hordes of small. greenish cubbage 
worms. These worms feed on the 
leaves of the cabbage, sometimes eant- 
ing out considerable holes and fre- 
quently eating tnto the newly formed 
heads. he worms are easily con- 
trolled {if destructive mensures tire 
promptly begun and consistently prac- 
ticed through the season. Failure to 
control] them is largely due to néglect 
or prejudice against the use of cer: 
tain methods of control. 
The most serviceable remedy is 
white hellebore, a vegetable poison ob-~ 
tninable at any drug store. This ima- 


terial comes in. a. powder form und 


loses dts poisonous properties if ex- 
posed to the air. Therefore, it must be 
fresh, Apply it as a spray mixed in 
water at the rate of one onnce to 
three gallons of soapy wnter. The 
soap makes the solution stick to the 
leaves. There is absolutely no danger 
associated with the use of hellebore, 
because it will have lost its poisen- 
ous property before the cabbage is 
marketed. Furthermore, there is no 
chance for the matertal to get Into 
the interior of the head, because ecab- 
bage heads form from the inside and 
the outside leaves are removed before 
use. This material must be upplicd 
thoroughly as often as the worins be- 
gin to appear numerous. Arsennte of 
fead may also be used effectively at 
the rate of 2% pounds to 50 gallons 
of water. : 


Troublesome Weeds Are 
Difficult to Eradicate 


Sour docks and burdocks are among 
our most tranblesome weeds, and very 
hard to eradicate after once they have 
gotten a foothold.

LUSITANIA LOSS 


SHOULDER COMPLETE RESPON- 
SIBILITY BEFORE MIXED 
CLAIMS BODY 


TAKE ALL BLAME FOR DISASTER 


Sinking of the Great Liner -Caused 
United States to Enter 
World War. 


Washington—The German govern- 
ment has admitied to the United 
States that it accepts full liability 
for the U-boat sinking of the great 
liner Lusitania, the incident largely 
responsible for American entrance 
into the World War, it has been au. 
thoritatively stated here, 

Admission of fill liability has been 
made by the German representatives 
before the mixed claims commission 
meeting here to adjust all American 
war claims against the former enemy 
country. 

The German admission carries with 
it not only the shouldering of all re- 
sponsibility, but by this act Germany 
also admits Mability for all damage 
in loss of Hfe, etc., in sending the 
ship to the bottom of the sea. 

The Lusitania case is now directly 
before the mixed claims commission. 

When this case was brought up, the 
German representative arose and ad- 
mitted the full Hability of his govern- 
ment for the sinking. 


COAL BUSINESS PUBLIC AFFAIR 


U. §. Warned That Anthracite Mines 
Are in Need of Supervision. 


Washington—That a Hmited nat- 
ural monopoly like anthracite can not 
continue to be treated as if it were 
not affected by a public interest js 
the foundamental conclusion of the 
United States Coal Commission, un- 
der the chairmanship of John Hays 
Hammond. : 

As a result of its fact finding in- 
quiry the Commission sets, forth in 
a preliminary report its conviction 
that coal is quite as much a public 
necessity as gas, street railway sery- 
ice, “or any other service or com- 
modity that has been brought under 
public regulation, , 

There shouid be no secrets from 
the public in regard to mining costs, 
profits, salaries, wages -of corporate 
relations.” In banks, insurance com- 
panies“and rallroads, the guiding 
principie is no longer the maximum 
profit to owners but maximum gervice 
to the public. 

The time has certainly come to 
establish the same controlling idea 
in the anthracite coal industry.” 

The Commission does not recom- 
mend abolition of existing praperty 
rights; nor government ownership 
either by purchase at present value 
or by expropriation. 

It believes “the public interest may 
be adequately safeguarded by the 
creation of a governmental authority 
with power to require financial and 
operating reports, to prescribe uni- 
form methods of cost accounting, and 
to determine the condition on which 
coal may ‘be shipped in interstate 
commerce, 


FRANCE YIELDS TO ENGLAND 


Agrees to German Plan With Reser. 
vations—Treaty Secret. 


London — France has _ privately 
agreed to co-operate in Wngland’s re. 
parations plan—provided certain con- 
ditions are met—it was reported in 
diplomatic circles. 

France is understood to have prom- 
ised support of the British note to 
Germany if it includes: 


First—a declaration against pas- 


sive resistance and sabotage. 

Second—provisions that the inquiry 
into German's affairs be conducted 
exclusively by the allied powers. 

Third—provision that the authority 
of the reparations commission be 
maintained. : 

France is also believed to have sug- 
gested that the allied supreme council 
be reeonstructed. 

These proposals are sald to be at 
variance, with the plan the British 
cabinet had in mind, 

It had been the intention to include 
all neutral countries In the proposed 
commission to* examine Germany's 
condition. 

The “ultimate British plan” 
vides, for a thorough overhauling of 
Germany’s finances; stabilization of 
the mark; full guarantees for repara- 
tions; an international loan for Ger- 
many supporied by England and the 
United States.

Some business men and concerns, as }¥24er the United States grain standards 


well as individuals, place their return 
card on the backs of envelopes. All 
postal employees know how objection- 
able and inconvenient this is, and post- 
masters should make special effort to 
have the practice discontinued. It 
should be pointed out that the proper 
place for the sender's return card is in 
the upper left corner of the address 
side where postal employees are ac- 
eustomed to Jook for it, and that the 
placing of the return card on the backs 
of envelopes not only consumes un- 
warranted time and labor,as the letters 
must be turned over to read the return 
address, but it may cause letters when 
undeliverable to be sent to the dead 
letter office instead of being returned 
to the senders. All this could be 
avoided by placing the return card in 
the upper left corner of the address 
side. 

Postmasters are requested to inter- 
vieW envelope manufacturers and pro- 
prietors of printing establishments and 
endeavor to obtain their hearty coop- 
eration by advising their customers as 
to the proper location of the return 
card on mail, ,
